Appropriation of $200,000 for ex­ 
periment# on submarine safety de­ 
vices and authority to convert two 
ships into submarine salvage ves­ 
sels, with fund for pontoons to fol­ 
low.

not marriage certificates.

States do not confer on diplomatic officials any power 
to celebrate m arriages, to act as official wltn<,st »*s of 
the ceremony of marriage, or to grant certificates of 
marriage. 
It is not unusual for Americans abroad to 
ask permission to have a m arriage ceremony perform ­ 
ed In til** American embassy or legation, and bi the pres­ 
ence of the diplomatic representative.

IN 1924 TO STEM TIDE OF WAR 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—‘‘The situation In Europe Is regarded as 
the gravest iti history, 
It Is apprehended that civilization la threatened 
by the demoralization which would follow a general conflagration.'* 
In these ringing words did Ambassador Herrick, in Paris, appeal to 
President Wilson personally, on July 28, ISH, to stern the mad tide of war 
then sweeping over Europe from the llalkans. 
His m e ssa g e , made public as a part of the American war correspond­ 
ence released today by tho state department, is characterized In diplomatic 
circles here as the most prophetic and succinct in the entire feverish ex­ 
change of telegrams and cables between the world capitals In the dizzy 
confusion Immediately preceding the outbreak of hostilities.

Brush, for years a close, confiden­ 
tial friend of Harding and president 
of the Brush Moore Newspapers, Inc., 
which besides the Marion Star, owns 
the Flast Liverpool Review, Canton Re­ 
pository. the Steubenville Herald-Star 
and the Salem News, Is ready to de­ 
scribe In detail every step In the trans­ 
action and again give the lie to the 
malicious tales concerning It. 
Moore, general manager of 
those 
newspapers, Is ready to supply supple­ 
mentary facts, as is also William H. 
Vodrey, of East Liverpool, part owner 
and counsel. 
“If there are any of the Continen­ 
tal oil bonds in the Harding estate we 
shall tell 
the 
world,” said Senator 
Nye lu his statement declaring 
the 
committee’s Intention. 
“If there are 
none there we shall tell the world. 
I 
do not think there are any.”

Indorses Nye’s Stand. 
Brush, in a statement Issued Mon­ 
day night, declared that he and all 
other true friends of Harding Indorse 
Senator Nye’s stand 
as 
“absolutely 
right” and that they will regard It as 
"a particular privilege to tell the com­ 
mittee again, as we did In 1924, any 
and all facts concerning the newspap­ 
er transactions.” 
“Let us, for the sake 
of 
square 
shooting and In fairness to the mem­ 
ory of President Harding bring this 
thing right out 
In 
the ooen and go 
straight through with ft," Brush raid. 
Gossip concerning sale of the Mar­ 
lon Star broke into print when Frank 
A. Vanderlin, New York banker and 
former assistant secretary of the treas­ 
ury. delivered 
a speech at Scarbor­ 
ough. N. Y., on Feb. 12, 1934. In which 
among other things he said: 
“The Marlon Star was sold to two 
youn* men of no financial standing 
for #200.000 when every one In Wash­ 
ington knew that It wasn’t worth half 
that amount. 
Where did the money 
come from? 
“Whore did It go? These are ques­ 
tions that are disturbing the 
public 
mind hut no one wants to lift the edge 
of a shroud.” 
This was eight months after Presi­ 
dent 
Harding’s 
death. 
Brush 
and 
Moore 
immediately demanded 
that 
Vanderlin be summoned before 
the 
.Senate committee, then conducting the 
Teapot Dome investigation. They also 
requested the privilege of appearing 
themselves before the committee. 
Testimony Fizzled. 
Vanderlip was called. His testimony 
wa3 a fizzle. Not a shred of evidence 
was ho able to produce In support of 
his charges. 
Brush and Moore were then heard. 
They testified that Instead of paying 
$200,000 for the Marlon 
Star, 
they 
paid much more than that sum. and 
moreover, that later they had refused 
to sell it back to Mrs. Harding at a 
substantial Increase over the purch­ 
ase price. 
Brush said today that the negotia­ 
tions for purchase of the newspaper

“As a binder,” Brush said, ”f hand­ 
ed Harding a check for $50,000, He 
sent It by messenger to tho Rtggs Na­ 
tional bank with instruction that the 
money bo invested at once In Liberty 
bonds. 
His order was carried out and the 
bonds delivered to him at the White 
House. 
Later, under the terms of the con­ 
tract we paid 
Harding a check for 
#125,000 and the balance was paid 
subsequently aa arranged.” 
Terrible 8tory of Men’s Fate. 
Briefly- thU la the terrible etory of 


the fate of the men of Submarine 8-4. 
As the ship was rammed to the bot­ 
tom, water entered the battery room 
slowly.

The 34 men, perhaps, hoping against 
hope that they would be saved, lay In 
the darkened chamber for hours cov­ 
ered by rags, with their only food raw 
potatoes, raw onions and sardines. 
Plan to Repair Submarine. 
Finally the water forced them to 
their feet. 
It was cold and some of them col­ 
lapsed.

Each time they 
rose to their feet.

water reached up to their chests, and, 
weakened, they dropped

Thomas 
Fawcett founded the town In !s78and 
named It St. Clair. By common con­ 
sent of the settlers It was called 
F'awccttstown. 
In 1816 It was re* 
named Liverpool. 
Later the prefix 
East was added to distinguish it from 
Liverpool In Medina county, Ohio. it 
was Incorporated In 1834. Erected by 
Flast Liverpool 
Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce.” 
Town Founded in 1798. 
The cost of the tablet is being borne 
by a group of the 
descendants 
of 
Thomas F’awcett, among whom are a 
number of prominent F!ast Liverpool 
people. 
It Is of solid east bronze, 18 
hy 24 Inches. 
The letters are bur­ 
nished to a slight golden bronze color 
In striking contrast to the rich, dark 
chocolate color of the oxidized copper 
background. 
The 
hack 
ground Is 
etched, adding much beauty to the 
design. 
The town was founded In 1798 by 
Fawcett, a Quaker-Irisbman. The site 
of the town was originally purchased 
from the 
government 
by 
Colonel 
Isaac Craig, Pittsburgh, distinguished 
Revolutionary officer, the deed being 
dated July I, 1800. 
The first tablet to be furnished by 
the Chamber was that honoring James 
builder of the town’s first 
pottery, which was acquired In 1826. 
Last year the second, 
In honor of 
Will L. Thompson, noted music writ­ 
er, was erected. 
Plans are now be­ 
ing considered for two other tablets 
honoring others who took an active 
part In the community’s development 
and growth.

short talk to Wellsville solons last 
night, urged Initiatory legislation for 
a filtration plant, 
accessory to the 
gravity water system, construction of 
an adequate 
sewer in 
Seventeenth 
street, action toward the ultimate con­ 
struction of an Improved highway Into 
the city, via Clark avenue, and, as 
well, assailed the Bell Telephone com­ 
pany for its failure to comply with 
the city’s request to remove a pole 
from municipal property. 
He reported the result of the city’s 
recent conference with county com­ 
missioners in which the latter pointed 
out that plans for 1928 had already 
been mapped out. The commissioners 
suggested, however, he said, that an 
estimate of the 
cost 
of Improving 
Clark avenue between Eighteenth and 
Twenty-fifth streets be made 
In speaking of the Improvement, the 
mayor declared that he did not favor 
the Chester avenue route as proposed 
in some quarters. 
Inasmuch as that 
would take travel through the back, 
or mostly residential end of the city, 
and, consequently, would be of little 
value to the city’s commercial enter­ 
prises. 
Advocates Vote of Electorate. 
Turning his attention toward filtra­ 
tion, the mayor asserted that council 
should go on record definitely In re­ 
spect to obtaining a means of clarify­ 
ing the city’s water supply, suggesting 
that It would be a good Idea to sub­ 
mit the proposal to the vote of the 
electorate. 
He pointed out that the 
water department at present time Is 
In excellent condition and that, under 
the direction 
of 
Service 
Director 
George Imbrle, Improvement Is noted 
In collections. 
"I’m still on record for the Seven­ 
teenth street sewer,” he declared. 
"You’ll always have x?ater there be­ 
cause It la a low point, Go Into the 
district, up to Sixteenth street 
and 
around 
and 
investigate 
conditions 
closely. You’ll see It needs draining 
If drainage had been ample in Seven­ 
teenth street, we wouldn't have dam­ 
age cases on our hands." 
The mayor pointed out that the bond 
Issue for the sewer Job had carried by 
a majority on the two occasions it 
was balloted on here, but both times 
it lacked the 55 percent necessary un­ 
der the law. 
The mayor then condemned the ac­ 
tion of the telephone company In fall­ 
in g to remove a telephone pole from 
the city water works property, as or­ 
dered by the city. “They haven’t any 
more rl^ht to walk In and do that on 
city property than they would have on 
your own private property,’’ he as­ 
serted. 
"That might make a nice factory 
site sometime," he pointed out, "and 
the city doesn’t want poles on it.”- 
Solicitor Raymond Knepper declar­ 
ed that he would confer with company 
officials Immediately and In the event 
thev did not take action within the 
next two weeks, he would make plans 
to go into court.
